THAT PROPOSE!* 


TlOJf. 


The proposition to modify the bullion' 


tax law is being discussed by one or two 
of the State papers. Here is what the 
Eureka Leader has to say about it: 


As mentioned in yesterday's issue, an 


effort will undoubtedly be made in the 
neit Legislature to secure a modifica- 
tion of the law taxing "the net"proceeds 
of the mines." Already articles are be- 
ing published in the papers in the west- 
ern part of the State with a purpose of 
moulding public opinion into taking a 
favorable view of the proposed change 
The plea is that mining being the para- 
mount interests of the State, ought to 
be fostered and encouraged instead of 
being hampered and repressed. All this 
is true as far as it goes. It is also as 
eerted that there are immense quantities 
of low grade ores in the State that 
could be worked at a profit were it not 
for many things that prevented their 
profitable working, the chief amount 
which, it is endeavored to be shown, is 
the tax on the proceeds of the mines. 
All this is specious and far-sounding, 
but will not bear the test of rigid invest- 
igation. It is undoubtedly true that 
that tax on the proceeds of the mines 
is somewhat burdensome, especially 
on those grades that yield little or 
profit. All taxpayers, no matter what 
the class of property'on which they pay 
taxes, complain of the same thing. 
The Bonanza Firm complained about 
paying taxes on their immense profits 
a year or two ago, and the merchant 
and rancher complain about it, vrhen, 
at the end of the year, their account of 
profit and loss shows up on the wrong 
ai^e of the ledger. Now, the tax on the 
process of the mines is so arranged 
that it oannC1' be so burdensome on low 
grade ores as to be the principal reason 
why they cannot be worked at a profit. 
Take the first-class, the gross yield of 
which does not exceed $12 per 
From this the law allows ninety 
cent, to be deducted if the owner 
show the cost of extracting, transport- 
ing and reducing up to that amount, 
leaving but ten per cent, liable to taxa- 
tion. From a ton of ore, the _ 
yield of which is $12, the sum of $10 80 
can be deducted as free from taxation, 
leaving but $1 20 subject to tax. Sup- 
pose the State and county taxes amount 
to three per cent,, a ton of this class of 
ore would have to pay just three ana 
six-tenths cents 
Surely this alone 


would not prevent the working of this 
grade of ore. Take the next class. The 
law provides that from nil ore yielding 
in gross over $12 and up to $30 per ton, 
eighty per cent, may be deducted if the 
owner can show that it costs so mnch to 
extract, transport and reduce it, leaving 
but twenty per cent, to be taxed. A 
ton of $30-ore would therefore only be 
taxed on $6. A three per cent. State 
and county tax would amount to the 
enormous sum of 18 cents per ton. We 
don't believe that this tax, onerous as it 
is claimed to be, has or ever will pre- 
vent or discourage the working of these 
grades of ore. Mind yon, this is the 
tax on free milling ore. Ore that has to 
be roasted or smelted has a further al- 
lowance of $5 per ton. 
The true in- 


wardness of the whole matter is this: 
The Bonanza Firm has several thousands 
of tons of tailings and an immense 
amount of low grade ore that they are 
about to reduce. 
If they can secure 


such a modification of the existing laws, 
taxing the proceeds of the mines as will 
exempt $12 ore and tinder from taxation 
entirely, and briug the ninety per cent, 
limit up to $30 ore, it will be worth 
many thousands of dollars to them, but 
it will very materially increase the bur- 
den of taxation on every other species 
of property. The exemption of the $12 
ore will let' their tailings out entirely 
from taxation. If this modification idea 
is pressed it is very apt to pass. Every 
one who has stood up against the de- 
mands of this firm has gone to the wall. 
The people have deserted every one who 
has battled for them against the de- 
mands of these mining magnates, as the 
fate of Bradley, Baker, Moore, Bailey, 
Beatty and others attest, and this with- 
out respect to party. 
The memory of 


the dear people is not longer than sixty 
days, while that of an offended Com- 
stock Bonanza King cxtendfi to the 
grave.

ran, for the sum of $544, besides inter- 
est and costs. 


Prior to January 7, 1879, for more 


than four years, McCarran and wife 
occupied and claimed the property as a 


homestead, but neither one nor both 
selected the premises as a homestead 
according to the Homestead Act of this 
tjtate, approved March 6, 1865. 


On the 7th of January, 1879, McCar- 


ran and wife conveyed the property to 
plaintiffs, and on the 30th of January, 
1879, , the defendant levied upon the 
property and advertised it for sale. 
Rinaldo's judgment 
-was docketed in 


said Court September, 1878, and the 
premises levied on do not exceed $700 in 
value. 


The Court below sustained defend- 


ant's demurrer to the complaint, be- 
cause it did not appear, therefore, that 
the grantors of plaintiffs had at any 
time availed themselves of the benefits 
of the Homestead Act, or had selected 
the premises according to the provis- 
ions of said Act; that, therefore, the 
homestead of Patrick McCarran and 
wife, so as to exempt the same from the 
lien of the judgement recovered and 
docketed September • 27, 1878, in favor 
of G. Kiaaldo and against Patrick Mc- 
Carran; that they were subject to said 
judgment lien when they were conveyed 
to plaintiffs, and so continued until de- 
fendant made his levy. Plaintiffs re- 
fused to amend their complaint, and n 
judgment of dismissal was ordered and 
entered.
